MATTERS REFERRED TO DIVISIONS. 


QUESTIONS SUGGESTED FOR USE BY DIVISIONS 
IN INTERVIEWING PARLIAMENTARY 
CANDIDATES, 


[Acting on the instruction of the Representative Meeting, 
the following list of questions which it is suggested should 
be brought before the notice of parliamentary candidates in 
every constituency has been drafted under the authority of 
the Medico-Political Committee for the assistance and guid- 
ance of officers of Divisions. ] 


I—MepicaL Acts AMNEDMENT BILL 
Would you support in Parliament a Bill for the amendment 
‘ the Medical Acts based upon the following general princi- 
ples? 

1, That at least half the members of the General Medical 
Council should be directly elected by the general body 
of medical and dental practitioners in the country, 
instead of the large majority, as at present, being 
appointed by the universities or corporations, bodies 
financially interested in the examining and licensing of 
students and practitioners. 


2, That the General Medical Council should have complete 
control over the registration and education of medical 
and dental students, including fixing the standard of 
preliminary general education requisite for admission 
to medical study. 


3 That there be a ‘‘one-portal” system for admission to 
medical and dental practice—namely, through a State 
Examination conducted by the General Medical Council 
under the supervision of the Privy Council, 


4. That the practice of medicine or dentistry by unregis- 
tered persons, or by companies, and the signing of 
medical certificates by unregistered persons be more 
completely prevented. 


II.—DEatH REGISTRATION AND Coroners’ Law. 


Would you support Parliamentary amendments of the law 

as to death registration based on the following principles ? 

1. That no body should be buried except upon production 
of a Registrar’s certificate or a Coroner’s Urder, and 
that no death should be registered except upon produc- 
tion of medical certificates in statutory form of the fact 
that death has actually occurred and of its cause, or 
upon a Coroner’s Order. 

2. That the medical certificate of the cause of death be 
given by a medical practitioner who has been actually 
in attendance within a specified period, and the 
certificate of the fact of death be given bya medical 
practitioner who has satisfied himself of the fact after 
inspection of the body, and that a statutory fee be paid 
for each certiticate. 

3. That where medical certificates in compliance with the 
statute are not received by the Registrar, he shall report 
the death to the Coroner, and the Coroner shall instruct, 
the practitioner who has been in attendance, if any, 
or the special district medical officer in conjunction 
with the medical practitioner in attendance, if any, to 
investigate and it so directed to make a post-mortem 
examination, and that medical practitioners be paid a 
statutory fee for preliminary information furnished to a 
Coroner for his assistance in deciding as to the neces- 
sity of an inquest. 

4. That stillbirths be certified and, registered in a manner 
similar to deaths. 


Hearts Bit. 
Would you support in Parliament such an alteration of 
the law as will give medical officers of health and sanitary 
inspectors in England end Wales the same security of tenure 
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a3 is at present enjoyed by Medical Officers of Health in 
Scotland and London and by Poor-law medical officers in 
England and Wales ?—namely, 

1. That they should not be appointed for a limited period 
only, and that they should not be removable except 
with the consent of the Local Government Board. 

2. That the qualification for medical officers of health in 
England and Wales be raised to a standard analogous 
to that prescribed for Scotland, and that a qualification 
satisfactory to the Local Government Board be required 
for Sanitary Inspectors. 

3. That medical officers of health and sanitary inspectors 
be placed on the same footing as Poor-law medical 
officers as regards superannuation. 


IV.—REVACCINATION BILL. 


Would you support in Parliament the Revaccination Bill, 
of which the main provision is as follows ? 
1. That, subject to the same conditions of exemption as 
—— Vaccination, all children should be revaccinated 
— the statutory age for leaving public elementary

V.—PUBLIC VACCINATORS.

VI. REORGANIZATION OF THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT Boarp. 


Would you support in Parliament the appointment of a 
Royal Commission to investigate the present central adminis- 
tration dealing with public health, having regard particularly 
to the following proposals ? 

1. That the central administration in matters affecting 
public health should be vested ina single Department 
of State, which in view of the necessarily important 
part played by local authorities should be organized 
from the Local Government Board.

at the end of last week ; 494 new cases were admitted during the week, 
against 522, 506, and 522 in the three preceding weeks. 


HEALTH OF SCOTCH TOWNS. 
DuRING the week ending Saturday last, the r1tn inst., 877 births and 5 
deaths were registered in eight of the principal Scotch towns. Theann 
rate of mortality in these towns, which had been 16.3, 18 7, and 17.6 per 1,000 
in the three preceding weeks, declined again last week to 17.5 per 1,coo, but 
was 1.9 per 1,0:0 above the mean rate during the same period in the 
seventy-six large Englishtowns. Among these Scotch towns the death-rates 
ranged from 7.6 in Perth and 13.4 in Leith to 21.9 in Dundee and 23.8 in 
Greenock. The death-rate from the principal infectious diseases averaged 
1.8 per 1,0co, the highest rates being recorded in Dundee and Greenock. 
The 300 deaths registered in Glasgow included 15 which were referred to. 
measies, 3 to diphtheria, 4 to whooping-cough, aud 5 to diarrhoea. Seven 
fatal cases of diarrhoea were recorded in Edinburgh. Five deaths from 
measles and 2 from whooping-cough occurred in Dundee ; 2 from diar- 
rhoea in Aberdeen ; and 6 from measles, 2from scarlet fever, and 2 from 
diarrhoea in Greenock. 


HEALTH OF IRISH TOWNS. 

DuRING the week ending Saturday, November 11th, 517 births and 35% 
deaths were es in six of the principal Irish towos, as against 561 
births and 388 deaths in the preceding period. The annual death-rate in 
these towns, which had been 17.9, 21.9, and 20.6 per 1,oo> in the three 
preceding weeks, fell to 20.5 per 1,000 in the week under notice, this figure 
being 4 9 per 1,0co higher than the mean annual death-rate in the seventy- 
six English towns for the corresponding period. The figures ranged trom 
14.9 in Londonderry and 19.9 in Cork to 23.4in Waterford and 24.6 in 
Limerick. The zymotic death-rate during the same period andin the 
same six Irish towns averaged 1.1 per 1,0co, or the same as during the 
as period, the highest figure—2.7—being recorded in Cork, while 

ndonderry and Limerick registered no deaths under this heading at 
all. No deaths were recorded anywhere from small-pox, typhus, measles, 
or whooping-cough. From enteric fever 5 deaths were recorded, and 12 
from diarrhoeal di: eases. 


URBAN MORTALITY IN THE THIRD QUARTER OF 190s. 
[SPECIALLY REPORTED FOR THE BRITISH MEDICAL JOURNAL.] 

THE vital statistics of the seventy-six large towns dealt with in the 
Registrar-General’s weekly returns are summarized in the accompanying 
tabie. During the three months ending September last, 109,569 births were 
registered in these towns, equal to an annual rate of 28.2 per 1,coo of the 
population, estimated at 15,609,377 persons in the middle of the year; in 
the corresponding quarter of the preceding year the rate had been 29.0per 
1,000. In London the birth-rate last quarter was 26.8 per 1,000, while it. 
averagec| 28.7 per 1,000 in the seventy-five other large towas, among which 
the rates ranged from 17.5 in Hastings, 18.5 in Bournemouth, 19.4 in
